ica from Russia IS years ago and has 
been a farmer on Long Island and In 
Connecticut, said: 


"Most of us are Russians, and we be- 


lieve in tho future of Russia. \Ve are 
all good farmers, and we expect to 
raise the standard of farming and in- 
struct others. \Ve will raise crops, ex- 
pecting the government to take all 
above our own needs. 
\Ve do not get 


title to the land, but we expect to be al- 
lowed to retain the land allotted to us 
as lonr: as we faithfully work it.
